CREWKERNE town councillors have ex¬ 
pressed their extreme concern and disap¬ 
pointment at a proposal to change an area 
of the already agreed key site of the 
Crewkerne Link Road (CLR) develop¬ 
ment. 

The proposal to change the develop¬ 
ment, set to begin later this year, was 
brought before the council’s Planning 
Committee on Monday. 

Town planner Harry Sedman, speaking 
on behalf of developers Taylor Wimpey, 
said that in light of a public appeal going 
ahead next month for an application to 
build at Goldwell Farm, opposite the CLR 
off the A30, and due to the economics of 
a recently signed Section 106 agreement, 
including other expenses on the site, they 
were seeking approval of an amendment 
to the site plan. 

Phase one of the plan has already been 
approved but the suggested change would 
see a reduction in the 10 hectares set 
aside for a mixed development industrial 
employment area to just two hectares, al¬ 
lowing up to 200 more homes to be built 
at the Blacknell Lane end of the site to 
help fund the project. 

The houses would be in addition to the 
525 already agreed on the overall devel¬ 
opment, set to go ahead in phases and in¬ 
cluding the vital link road. 

Mr Sedman said there were two reasons 
for the suggested changes - one being to 
strengthen South Somerset District Coun¬ 
cil’s opposition to the Goldwell Farm 
plan, which argued there was still a need 
for more housing in Crewkerne, and sec¬ 
ondly, allowing another small parcel of 
the key site to be developed at the same 
time as the agreed first phase, would bring 
in more money to pay for the multi-mil¬ 
lion pound link road and other expenses 
laid out in a Section 106 agreement. 

He added that he had been following the 
Goldwell Farm application closely and 
was convinced, if allowed, it would only 
be the “tip of the iceberg”, leading to a 
much larger plan along the 
lines of the originally re¬ 
jected Longstrings devel¬ 
opment, with at least 300 
to 400 houses. 

Mr Sedman argued that it 
was possible to work on 
both ends of the CLR site,

as they would have totally separate and 
easy access and, although the developers 
had been actively trying to sell the em¬ 
ployment land, there had been no interest 
whatsoever. 

Councillor Neil Sturtivant commented 
that there may not be a need right now for 
the industrial land but when the houses 
were built, there might well be a need. He 
added that if companies came to the site 
and then found there was no way to ex¬ 
pand, they would then move out of the 
town. 

Councillor Sturtivant said that the 
Maiden Beech development had gone 
ahead quickly enough so house prices 
couldn’t be that bad. 

His concerns were echoed by Councillor 
Kathy Head, who said she was worried 
that starting at both ends could lead to the 
middle of this major site being abandoned 
if the money ran out. On that point, Coun¬ 
cillor Angie Singleton reminded those 
present that Taylor Wimpey were legally 
bound to complete the link road, four 
years after the completion of the first 
houses, regardless of whether the entire 
development was completed. 

Speaking to Mr Sedman and the repre¬ 
sentative from Taylor Wimpey, she asked: 
“Are you saying that the economics don’t 
stack up?” 

Council Singleton was told that Taylor 
Wimpey was committed to building the 
site but it was “not economic for it to start 
the site at the present time”. 

Mr Sedman added that the costings had 
all been worked out in 2008 when the 
plans were first drawn up and now the 
price of everything was just too high, with 
the housing market still in a lull, and they 
wanted the opportunity to sell more 
houses to help balance the books. 

Councillor Roger Rousell described the 
whole plan as “an unfortunate shambles”

which made the council “look a fool” 
after so many years of trying to bring 
the key site to reality. 

With the trees along the A30 al¬ 
ready having been removed in prepa¬ 
ration for the development, 
Councillor Rusty Jackson asked if 
that had now been unnecessary. 

Councillor Singleton added that the 


town council had fought hard in the 
1960s to retain its industrial area in 
order for Crewkerne to be a healthy, 
sustainable community, and to re¬ 
duce the employment ratio of the key 
site land would risk becoming a 
satellite town for Yeovil. 

As chairman of South Somerset 
District Council’s Area West Com¬ 


mittee, she added that the district was 
confident it had a robust argument to 
uphold its rejection of the Goldwell 
Farm application when it goes to ap¬ 
peal in April. 

The councillors overwhelmingly 
rejected the idea that the balance of 
the key site should be altered.

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Still open for business during diversion 


CREWKERNE shops and business would like to stress 
they are still open despite a confusing road closure on the 
A30 west side, which began this week. 

Church Street is completely closed to traffic while 
Western Gas dig up the road but traders are still open for 
business. 

The town council spent the beginning of the week mak¬ 
ing phone calls to try and get better diversion signage 
after the first day of the closure of Church Street was 
poorly dealt with, resulting in HGVs, coaches and other 
large vehicles still coming all the way in on the A30 from 
Chard and trying to turn into the narrow roads of Court 
Barton and Oxen Road. 

On Tuesday and Wednesday morning, vehicles were

still coming in, seeing the closure sign at Gouldsbrook 
Terrace and ignoring the “no entry” sign at West Street 
and heading the wrong way down the one-way street. 

By Wednesday lunchtime the signs had been altered 
along the A30 and a more robust barrier placed at the top 
of Gouldbrook Terrace to stop larger vehicles. However, 
there is still access for light vehicles to Court Barton and 
Oxen Road. 

There is a diversion in place at Chard taking traffic all 
the way around to the north side of Crewkerne, and signs 
that were lining the A30 into Crewkerne saying “busi¬ 


nesses open as usual” were removed in favour of ones 
that just said “A30 closed”. 

Many local residents feel there should have been a di¬ 
version along Cathole Bridge Road, which has regular 
HGV traffic to the plastics factory anyway, and would 
have relieved some of the pressure and frustration for 
drivers unfamiliar with the area. 

Some drivers, however, are still ignoring signs or fol¬ 
lowing satellite navigations systems and resident Michael 
Charles, who lives on the comer of West Street and Bam 
Street, was re-directing traffic to help out this week. 

Light vehicles can still access the west side of town and 
the roads from the north, south and east are open - so the 
message is Crewkerne is still open for business!

Rotarians to hold free 
blood pressure checks 

THE Rotary Club of Crewkerne is hosting a free "Know 
Your Blood Pressure" event at the Conservative Club, 
Falkland Square, Crewkerne, tomorrow (Saturday) 
from 9am until 12noon, to raise awareness about the 
link between high blood pressure and strokes. 

The annual event offers a free blood pressure mon¬ 
itoring service with information and advice on stroke- 
related issues. Tea and coffee will also be available. 

The Crewkerne club is joining with scores of other 
clubs across the UK as part of the "Know Your Blood 
Pressure"campaign in conjunction with the Stroke As¬ 
sociation. 

Measuring blood pressure is quick, simple and pain¬ 
less; it is done with an inflatable cuff put on your arm. 
The National Health Service recommends that all 
adults have their blood pressure checked at least 
every five years. 

Robin Heyd-Smith, president of the Rotary Club of 
Crewkerne, said: "Everyone should have their blood 
pressure tested at 'Know Your Blood Pressure'. These 
events have helped prevent thousands of strokes. 

"Learning your blood pressure is high can be wor¬ 
rying, but these events will give you advice on the 
simple steps you can take to keep it under control. 
The team will welcome any query, even if is just for a 
chat, and help you find out how strokes can be pre¬ 
vented."

A GROUP of community minded young 
people in Chard have taken up the chal¬ 
lenge of improving their local environ¬ 
ment with an art project and are calling 
for local people to get involved. 

A team of Year 9 and Year 12 students 
from Holyrood Academy are the first 
from the school to do the National Citi¬ 
zen Service (NCS), a government- 
backed development course to learn 
real life skills and make a difference in 
the community. 

"Team Chard" are in the community 
improvement phase of their course and, 
following an opinion poll they took 
from over 100 people in the town, came 
up with ChardArt, a community art proj¬ 
ect that will place pieces of art into 
empty shop windows and promote ac¬ 
tivities for young people taking place in 
the town, which do not usually receive 
enough publicity. 

Individuals and organisations are 
being invited to collect a four feet 


square blank canvas, free of charge, 
from the Chard Young People's Centre 
on Saturday, March 15th or 22nd from 
10am to 4pm and either paint them 
there or bring them back by 2pm on 
Wednesday, March 26th. Anything 
cheerful and bright will be accepted 
and paintings can represent a group to 
promote it. 

The team plan to show and judge all 
the entries in the Guildhall from 3pm to 
5pm on that day before they go on dis¬ 
play in the shops at the end of the 
month. 

The launch will be used to raise funds 
for local youth centre, which the group 
will also be re-decorating as part of the 
project and would welcome helpers.

Digs for dogs appeal at Feme 

IT was out with the old to make way for the new at Feme 
Animal Sanctuary last Thursday, as work on the £1 mil¬ 
lion project to build a new kennel block began. 

The new facility will double its current capacity, which 
is desperately needed. 

Sanctuary mascot Freddie Feme was on hand, together 
with the Mayor of Chard, Councillor Jenny Kenton, to 
witness the last of the old kennels being demolished. Res¬ 
ident mastiff crosses Lola and Sherman, who are currently 
seeking a new home together, were also part of the ex¬ 
citement and enjoyed being visited by all the special 
guests. 

Chairman of the tmstees, Nanette Wale, said that every¬ 
one at the sanctuary was excited to see the work finally 
begin after two years of planning and fundraising. The 
kennels were almost 50 years old and were no longer fit 
for purpose. 

With building plans approved for the new, enhanced 18 
kennel block with exercise areas, isolation unit, improved 
grooming and veterinary care room, information hub, so¬ 
cial unit, offices, reception and purpose built rehoming 
centre, a massive appeal has now been launched to help 
pay for the project. 

The “New Digs for Dogs” appeal is hoping to raise 
£500,000 towards the cost of the new rehoming centre. 

The first half of the £1 million needed for the re-build has 
been funded by the charity’s reserves, saved sepcifically 
for this purpose, but the sanctuary hopes donations and 
fundraising events will prevent them having to go into 
their general reserves to cover the rest. 

If the target is reached, any donations in excess will be 
used towards the cost of maintaining the sanctuary and 
its resident animals. 

Charity director, Jenny Wheadon, was unable to at¬ 
tended the launch due to illness, but said: “This is the 
most expensive project the sanctuary has ever undertaken 
and we appeal to everyone to please support it in whatever 
way they can as every penny counts. It would be nice to 
think that the need for places like Feme is diminishing 
but unfortunately the reverse is tme. 

“If you know of anyone who loves and cares for animals 
as much as we do then please be kind enough to spread 
the word about our appeal. They might also want to get 
involved. With you help, I know we will achieve our goal.

Feme Animal Sanctuary provides a safe 
and comfortable home for more than 300 
unwanted animals. During 2013, it found 
homes for 343 dogs and cats, as well as 
foster homes for 13 horses. 

It receives and re-homes within a 40- 
mile radius of Chard and, since the 
RSPCA centre at Hatch Beauchamp 
changed its policy, the need for kennels in 
particular had grown. 

Head of kennels, Amanda Park, said: “I 
never fail to be shocked and absolutely 
heartbroken by the torment and terrible 
conditions that some of the dogs we re¬ 
ceive have suffered. Some are found in a 
dreadful state, just dumped on the road, 
tied up or even in a bin. 

“We desperately need support to offer 
these unwanted and abandoned dogs a 
comfortable home. I urge everyone, 


please, to dig into their pockets as deeply 
as they can to help our ‘New Digs for 
Dogs’ appeal. Every fundraising event or¬ 
ganised and every donation received, no 
matter how small, really counts.” 

While the work is being carried out, the 
remaining dogs have been placed in other 
buildings on the site or taken to foster 
homes. 

Unfortunately, due to the construction 
vehicles taking up some of the public car 
park and the amount of work going on, 
one of the charity’s most popular fundrais¬ 
ers, the Easter egg hunt and bonnet parade, 
scheduled to take place on April 19th, has 
had to be cancelled. However, anyone vis¬ 
iting the sanctuary restaurant in fancy 
dress on that day will be entered in a mini 
prize draw to win an Easter egg. 

The completion of the project is sched¬ 
uled for early October.

Cleaning the Microwave 

Cleaning a microwave is easy. Fill up a cup of water 
and put it in there on high for a few minutes. The 
steam from the cup will loosen any stuck-on food, 
and then you can just wipe it away.

Cleaning the Fridge 

First toss out any bad food. Then start with wiping 
down the top shelves and work down. Baking soda 
and water make a great cleaner and won't leave your 
fridge smelling like harsh cleanser.

Organising nearly 200 farmers' markets a year across 
Somerset, new trends emerge, such as the increase 
in award winning goats cheeses on the markets and 
a demand for highly digestible goats milk. However, 
there has been an unfortunate spin off in the expan¬ 
sion of the dairy goat industry and this has been the 
wastage of an estimated 30,000 unwanted billy goat 
kids in the UK. Worldwide, goat is one of the most 
commonly eaten meats and our longest domesti¬ 


cated animal. Yet in the UK it has, until recently, 
merely been associated with Caribbean goat curry. 
This is a great shame as kid goat meat has a rich 
meaty flavour, is lower in cholesterol than beef, pork 
or lamb and is high in protein and iron. Stewart Hys- 
lop of Gruffs Goats in Crewkerne spotted an oppor¬ 
tunity to take on the unwanted billy kids from the 
local dairy industry to rear as free range animals. 
Stewart rears the kids for five to six months and the 
end result is available at Crewkerne Farmers Market. 

Old Castle Pork is back on Saturday as are The 
Chillees and Bumblees with their chilli sauces and 
range of jams and preserves. 

Chirpy Cottage will be at the market with their usual 
range of ’Free From’ pasties, pies and quiches with 
sweet and savoury vegetarian, vegan and gluten free 
choices. 

With crocus and daffodils blooming in the sunshine 
we are reminded that Spring is here and thoughts 
turn to tending our storm ravaged gardens. We have 
a guest stall this month ’In Clover 1 with a range of 
spring bulbs and hardy perennials.

Chard made to pay by clinical Camborne 


Chard 18 Camborne 22 

THIS was a game that Chard could 
have won comfortably but Camborne 
were able to make the most of the 
few scoring chances that came their 
way writes Glyn Hughes. 

Chard went on the attack immedi¬ 
ately from the off and, with a three 
man overlap on the right wing, 
looked certain to score. But Cam¬ 
borne winger Alex Ducker inter¬ 
cepted the final pass and sprinted 
fully 80 metres to score under the 
posts. David Mankee converted. 

This unfortunate start was amaz¬ 
ingly followed by a very similar situa¬ 
tion a few minutes later and again 
Ducker raced the whole length of the 
pitch for his second try converted by 
Mankee. 

Chard were now 14-0 down with 
the game only seven minutes old and 
they already had a mountain to climb. 

Territorially the hosts were having 
the better of things, but some sloppy 
passing let them down and another 
ten minutes would pass before skip¬ 
per Chris Doak reduced the arrears 
with a penalty goal. 

Soon afterwards Chard were right 
back in it when full back Bryan Harri¬ 
son came into the line to score a try 
close to the posts which Doak con¬ 
verted. 

Other than the interceptions Cam¬ 
borne had not spent much time in 
the Chard half and shortly before the 
half-time break they had the first of 
three players sent to the bin. 

Chard had several kickable penal¬ 
ties close to the Camborne line but 
initially opted to take a scrummage 
with a view to going for a try. 

But the streetwise visiting forwards 
were able to nullify things by giving 
penalties away and it was somewhat 
of a surprise that Chard were not 
awarded a penalty try. 

With the referee saying that the half 
would finish at the end of the next 
play Chard took the sensible option 


and Doak kicked the penalty to take 
his side to within one point at 13-14. 

Having clawed their way back into 
the game after such a disastrous start 
Chard now had the momentum and 
really should have gone on to win the 
game. 

Camborne had another player sent 
to the bin but they still managed to 
disrupt the Chard link-up play and 
Chard were unable to take advantage 
of having two extra players on the 
pitch for ten minutes. 

Indeed Camborne increased their 
lead when they were two down with 
a long range penalty goal - this time 
from the boot of full-back Grant 
Thirlby 

Despite having much of the play 
Chard were getting rather anxious 
and the normal fluidity of their play 
was missing but at this stage they 
were still only one score behind and 
with plenty of time left. 

On Camborne's next excursion into 
the Chard 22metre however the hosts 
were guilty of playing the wrong sort 
of rugby in the wrong place when, 
with plenty of time to clear their lines, 
they opted to run the ball out with no 
obvious space available. 

The ball got lost in the tackle and 
from the resultant scrum Camborne 
won clean ball and a clever blind side 
break was finished off by Ducker for 
an unconverted try. 

Chard came back strongly and wing 
Jack Pennington went close before 
Chard eventually pulled a try back 
with a well planned lineout move 
which their efforts deserved. 

Camborne were expecting Chard to 
catch and drive but hooker Simon 
Jenkins took a short pass to run 
through unopposed for an uncon¬ 
verted try.
